Wh WARSHIPS’ BADG 


VERY British warship has 

an oficial’ symbol, in the 
shape of the badge bestowed 
upon her by the Admiralty ; 
that badge is to the warship 
what colours are to a regi- 
ment. All the history of these 
badges reveals ingenuity, of- 
ficiakdom—and naval wit. 


Unt the end of the last war, 
these badges had na,ofticlal sanc- 
tion; they came into existence more 
or less: haphazardly, When a ship 
was commissioned, her commander 
could, if he so desired, have a 
badge made in the naval dockyard 
or xboard, There was no Ad- 


miralty ruling of any kind on the 
matter. 7 
But when, during the last war, 
ships were pouring out from the 
shipyards, things began to happen. 
The Naval wits set to work. One 
of the first humorous badges was 
that which graced the destroyer 
H.MS. Tormentor. The badge 
showed a large fleat Another war- 
ship, H.MLS.

The rank of Sub-Licutan- 
ant, corresponding to Licu- 
tenant in the Army, was 
devised by Eas! St. Vincont 
when First Lord of the 

Admiralty in 1802 as a 
measure of relicf to the 
overcrowded ranks: of mid- 
shipmen. 


It soon dicd out again,” 
and was not revived until 
1861.

Since then thousands 
more British troops have crossed the 
Channel every week. It is now ao

are less abundant than money in,

They therefore, intend to con- 
duct the war more on an ccono- 
mic, political, and social basis 
than on a military basis. 

The two democracies, in 
substance, expect victory by the 
implacable and ‘static siege of 
the--whole-of--Germany, -who,-b 
internal consumption of re 
sources not compensated by new 
supplies, would , gradually 
exhaust her powers of resis- 
tance without undertaking any 
great battles. : 

But it is these very prospects 
that .make the war more than 
ever uncertain and structive. 


HE Western democra- 
cies must calculate 
actually on Germany's capacity 
to resist for a very~long time. 

Statistics are not sufficient to 
explain the phenomena of re- 
sistance in war. They have al- 
ready been found lacking in the 
fatal war of sanctions. against

N WARSHIPS’ BADG 


BVERY British warship has 
an official symbol, in the 
shape of the badge bestowed 
upon her by the Admiralty; 
that badge is to the warship 
what colours are to a regi- 
ment. All the history of. these 
badges reveals ingenuity, of-- 
ficialdom—and naval wit. 


Until the end of the last war, 
these ‘badges: had no oMcial sanc-- 
tlon; they came Into existence more 
or less haphazardly, When a- ship 
was commissloned, her commander 
could, if he so desired, have a 
badge made in the naval dockyard 
or aboard. There was no Ad- 


miraity ruling of any kind on the 
matter. 


But when, during the last war, 
ships were pouring out {rom the 
shipyards, things began to happen. 
The Naval wits set to work. One 
of the first humorous badges was 
that which graced the destroyer 
H.MS.

The offer of repnyments on ,out- 
standing loans is only one of the 
methods by which Wang Ching-wel 
will seek third “Power recognition, 
secording, to. well informed quarters. 

Other methods wilt include regula- 
tion of trade, residence ond travel in 
the areas contrelied by .Nanking, 
whereby nations of third Powers will 
be forced to seele visnes and permits 
through the Wang Ching-wel ad- 
ministrative offices, Nanking, it fs 
belloved, will otherwise ‘refuse to 
admit foreign nationals and goods.

VERY British warship has 
an official symbol, in the 
shape of the badge bestowed 
upon her by the Admiralty; 
that badye is to the warship 
what colours are to a regi- 
ment. All the history of these 
badges reveals ingenuity,’ of- 
‘ficialdom—and naval’ wit. 


Until the end of the last war, 
these badges had no official sanc- 
tlon; they cume into existence more 
or less huphazardly. When a ship 
Was commissioned, her coenmander 
could, If he so desired,” have a 
badge made in the naval dockyard 
or aboard. There was no Ad- 


miralty ruling of any, kind on the 
matter, 


But when, during the lost war, 
ships were: pouring out fcom ‘the 
shipyards, things begun to happen, 
The Naval wits set to work, One 
of the first humorous badges was 
that which graced the destroyer 
H.MS. Tormentor. The badge 
showed a large Men! Another war- 
ship, I.M.S. Vanity, had a badge 
depicting “a7 beautiful- mermald ~ad-— 
mirlng herself in a hand mirror. 


But perhaps best-known of all 
in Naval circles wns the badge of 
H.M.S, Onslaught.
